The Hongkong Civic Association wants better 
treatment for ‘visiting American. Navy personnel, 
according to a press release issued this morning. 
’ The Association advocates stricter control of 


touts and shoe-shine boys, as well as closer police 
supervision of certain types of shops and bars. 


Following is the text of the 
press ypelease: 

The Civic  Assoclation has 
been considering the facilities 
avallablo for the large number 
of Amerlean naval personnel 
who come to Hongkong for “rest 
and reereation.” This is not 
only wu matter. which concerns 
the persohnel. It is also a 
matter of great importance to 
the gencral public 
tho large amount spent by these 
men in Hongkong, which has 
been estimated at approximately 
HK$3 000,000 every month, 

It has been suggested in cer- 
_tain quarters that the present 
state of affdiracds. far from satis- 
factory and hag; resulted In a 
large number of naval personnel 
not taking full advantage of the 
recreation facilities which Hong- 
kong is able to provide. 


COMPLAINTS
